Frick, whose autobiography was 
published in several parts in'the 
Atlantic Monthly Magazine several 
years ago. I talked with a few of the 
deaf-blind men who seemed cheerful 
and happy and found pleasure in 
taking me to their rooms, in turns 
and showing me their typewriters, 
books, etc. 

So short was my stay at the Home 
I hadn't much time to talk to the 
matron as I had wished. She is an 
amiable lady who takes good care of 
the house and its big family. The 
Home is right near the town, and 
but a stone's throw from the 
Delaware. 

The postoffice, grocery and drug 
store, are a minute’s walk from the 
Home, and so the residents have no 
trouble in the way of procuring such 
things as they want to purchase. 
Two persons occupy a single bed¬ 
room, but a few have a room to 
themselves. The victuals are
